Besides thts there-are 55 people missing, the majority of whom are 
probably among the dead in the morgues and various undertaking es- 
tablishments. 

Eighty-six of the dead have been positively identified and 92 others 
ire known to be injured. 

It will be several days before all of the dead are known and identi- 
fied. There arc bodies lying by the dozens to-night in the andertaking 
rooms, in the police stations and in the hospitals, from which nearly 
:verything that could reveal their identity to those who knew them best 
s gone. Their clothing is torn to rags or burned to cinders, and theii 
aces have been trampled into an unrecognizable pulp-by the heels o 
the crowd that trampled them down as they fled for safety. 

The lire broke out during the second act of the play "Mr. Blue 
beard," which was the first dramatic production given in the theater 
since its erection. The company, which was very large, escaped to the 
street in safety, nearly all of them, however, being compelled to tlee into 
the snowy streets with no clothing but their stage costume 1 
members of the company sustained minor injuries, but none 
isly hurt. 

The accounts of the origin of the fire are conflicting and none of 
them certain, but the best reason given is that an electric wire near the 
lower part of a piece of drop scenery, suddenly broke and was grounded. 
Asbestos Curtains Failed to Work. 
The fire in itself, up to this time, was not serious and possibly could 
a been checked had not the asbestos curtain failed to work. As 
soon as the lire was discovered, Kddie Koy, the chief comedian of the 
company, shouted to lower the curtain and this was immediately docs. 
It descended about half way and then stuck. The fire thus was given 
practicably a flue through which a strong draft was setting, aided by 
the doors, which has been thrown open in the front of the theater. 

With a roar and a bound the flames shot tbrougj the opening over 
the heads of the peopeleon the first floor and reaching clear up to those 
n the first balcony , caught them and burned them to death where they 
tat. Immediately following the rush of the flames there came an ex- 
plosion which lifted the entire roof of the theater lrom its walls, shatter- 
ing the grest sVylight into fragments. 

It is expected the explosion was caused by the flames coming in 
contact with the gas reservoirs of the theater, causing tbem to burst. 

About 1,200 people were in the building. About 800 were in the 
balconies and nearly all ct them were killed or injured.

At any rate 
it still yields the rates and taxes 
of the houses which the old bridge 
supported. A correspondent of 
the City Press explains that when, 
about the year 1756, it wasdecid 
ed to clear the houses from the. 
bridge, certain taxes and tithes 
survived, and have been paid ever 
since by the bridge house estates 
to the rectors of St. Magnus aad 
St. Olave churches. Not less than 
1300,000 has been paid to these 
two parishes since the decrepit 
houses which formerly yielded 
them were pulled down. The tax- 
es survived not only the houses, 
but the old bridge itself. And now 
there is a movement to stop this 
serial ghost story of taxation 
But it is certain that the Stoppage 
can only be effected by regular 
commutation or some other equit 
able arrangement.
